Garries Off the Honors in the Mili- 
tary Race With Kilmer. 

Immense Attendance to Witness 
the Affair — Under Fire Fails 
in the Mangin Handicap. 



NEW ORLEANS. La.. February 1.— ' The Fair 
Grounds combined a military and society day this 
afternoon when many notables from Uncle Sam’s 
army and tin* elite of tin* city were conspicuously 
on lir.iid to view and cliwr tlie officers participating 
in the Louisiana Military Race, staged to determine 
the cliani|)iouslii)i between Camp Beauregard. La., 
and Camp Shelby. Miss. 

Il« nors went to the Mississippi camp officers, 
who succeeded in landing first and second, third 
place going to Camp Beauregard. Lieutenant J. 
Ita Hindis, astride Kilmer, winning tin* purse and tin* 
silver cup that went to the victor after having 
shown the way for the entire mile distance. Lieu- 
tenant C. Smith, after a hard fought stretch drive 
with Lieutenant J. C. Grout on Slumbcrer, landing 
in second place. 

There wen* teu starters, the riders comprising 
a five -men team from each camp, under the re- 
spective commands of Capt. E. Dunne and Capt. 
K. B. Allen. 

Both camps brought with them many distin- 
guished rooters, ami they occupied vantage points 
in the clubhouse section. The army men were 
partial to their own sections l**forc the race, but 
united after the finish in bestowing unstinted 
praise on the winner. A military tinge attached to the 
race throughout, the officers all riding in regulation 
uniform and the horses were preceded to the j>ost 
by a color sergeant. The apirenranee of “Old Glory” 
.it the keud of the ***rad«* as tin* horses emerged 
on i tie course to the strains of “The Star Spangled 
Banner” was ;-.n inspiring sight, and the big con- 
course of spectators gave vent to their patriotic 
feelings in rousing and prolonged cheers for the 
men in khaki. 

A better setting for the race could not la* staged. 
The weather was delightful and the track in fairly 
good condition, though still a trifle dull. There 
\.:is little time wasted at the post and the riders 
all showed skill in the saddle. Lieutenant Rannells 
on the winner, evidently had been a clos« observer 
of the professional jockeys, for lie guided his mount 
* i the high ridge where the going was firmest and 
it had much to do with his victory. 

After the finish all the riders were grouped 
round the judges’ stand to witness the presenta- 
tion ceremony of the handsome silver cup to Lieu- 
tenant Rannells. Prominent in the throng of officers 
\ ere Generals C. F. Zimmerman and It. W. Mearns 
< f Gamp Beauregard; Lieut. -(’ol. Hutchinson, Ool. 
Baylis. Major Taylor. Major Connors, Major Camp- 
in' and Captates Attm and Dane. All Ike anay 
men wen* entertained during the afternoon in the 
elubli use by the management of the Fair Grounds. 

Tke rivalry between Ike wwe ct i T e map* vtfl 
pr« hably result in another challenge for a return 
race some time later in the season, for Capt. Allen 
miniated that he would like to see his boys have 
another opportunity at the boys from Camp Shelby. 
Captain Dunne, who brought the Camp Shelby team 
In re. expressed willingness and will seek permission 
from the commandant. 

BEST CARD OF THE SEASON. 

Secretary McLennan arranged one of the best 
cards that has been offered this season and, <*oupled 
with the Interest in the Military Race, the banner 
attendance ever at the course was inevitable. The 
grandstand and lawns were wholly inadequate to ac- 
commodate the throng and the overflow sought 
vantage points in the infield and along the fences 
>t retching from the stand. The racing was spirited 
and wholesome, the finishes close and interesting 
and the day could easily be voted the best that 
has been noted here this season. 

The Mangin Handicap, exclusively for three- 
year-olds with $1,500 added, was easily the ranking 
race of tie* day. It brought with it Ike most pro- 
nounced upset of the afternoon, when Pat Dunne’s 
highly regarded Kentucky Derby prospect. Under 
Fire.* snccuml»ed to J. H. Bullock’s Sailor, which 
won in easy fashion. Under Fire having his work 
cut out to save second place from Antoinette. 

The Jolly Tar Purse at five and a half furlongs 
brought out tin* best sprinters in these parts and 
it enabled Roi Craig to win a victory over Mike 
Rooney’s first -time starter. W. W. Hastings, with 
Walnut Hall just managing to outstay the much 
suffering Bluckie Daw. which enjoyed favoritism. 

The l**st two -year -olds that have l>een seen 
under colors at tin* track tried conclusions at the 
increased distance of three ami a half furlongs and 
Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Red Red Rose took her rivals 
into cumo in somewhat easy fashion and showed 
herself to* Is* a smart racer by the impressive fasli- 
’ ion in which she went about her work. Lonely took 
sim olid place, with Mile. Dazie following. Pueblo 
and Zizfz were practically eliminated from the race 
s.*on after the start, due to the interference they 
suffered 

Old Ben. which had been relegated to the useless 
heap and revived prior to his shipment here from 
Kentucky last fall, again showed a winning per- 
formance when he galloped home in advance of the 
others that started in the opening race. 

The mile and a quarter dash brought in its wake 
one of the closest finishes of the day when Little 
Cottage, under an exceptionally good * ride by the 
diminutive Burke beat Thanksgiving, with Bombast 
following the pair. w , 

The f luiii dusti was taken by Baby Lynch, which 
won as her rider pleased after seemingly being 
hopelessly out of any chance in the early running. 
She dosed an immense gap in game style under 
hard riding and won in the last few strides. 

Supervisor I. B. Benny son this afternoon tendered 
the Whitney Central National Bank a check for 
*50. 760 as payment and interest on the City Park 
track, according to agreement. The tender of the 
I Hive amount reduces the debt on the City Park 
property to about $220,000. There is also still due 
a bout $300,000 on the Fair Grounds before title to 
this track can la* cleared for the Business Men’s 
Pacing Association. „ . , 

Jockeys Frank Murphy and Erickson were each 
- impended for one week by the judges for rough 
riding. Murphy’s offense came in the first race 
when he took Little Princess over toward the rail 
id Erickson almost put Sailor out of commission 
in the fourth race. 

J. B. Goodman’s Scourge man was claimed out of 
the last race Friday by Mayfield & Tevis fer 
M 000. 

E. W. Fox. who holds the contract on II. Cassity, 
departed this afternoon for his home in Nebraska, 
and W. M. Coin will make the rider’s future en- 
gagements. 



CENTURY O F WIN NING SIRES 

LEADING MONEY-WINNING STALLIONS 0E ENGLAND 
FOR ONE HUNDRED YEARS, 1819-1918 

By W. S. V0SBURGH 



We present a table showing the winnings of the English thoroughbred sires during the past one 
hundred years — in each year the sire whose progeny have won the greatest amount of money in stakes. 
It is a question if the amount of money won should always be taken as a criterion of merit. A horse 
may have had no chance to race for the most valuable stakes and yet was a better horse than those 
which did. In that case his sire does not figure as prominently. For example, General Peel’s death 
disqualified Peter (by Hermit) for the Derby (for which he was winter favorite), the St. I^eger and ail 
the great events of 1879. But for this Peter’s sire. Hermit, would possibly have headed the list a year 
!»efore he did. St. Simon was not nominated for the great stakes of 1884. Had he been it is quite 
likely his sire. Galopin. would have headed the list that year instead of Hermit. 

However, as a rule, the money winning list is reliable. It is usually determined by the valuable 
stakes, and these attract the best horses, as a glance at the list proves, a majority of the sires owing 
their lead to a Derby or St. Leger. Eclipse or Lniicashire Plate winner. It is to be regretted that space 
does not permit giving the sires “placed.” i. c.. finishing second or third, as there have been quite a 
number of close finishes, for example, 1912. between Persimmon and Cyllene. and 1903 and 1907. between 
St. Frusquin and Gullinule. when only some few hundreds settled it. and in 1886. when, notwithstanding 
he had Ormonde to help him, Bend Or was beaten by Hermit by a small margin:

— Senor A. H. Diaz, 
tin* popular Cuban owner and breeder, scored 21 
double victory at Oriental Park this afternoon.

Zulu- 
land’s victory was easily achieved, tin* speedy son 
of Assagai se.ting a fast pace throughout without 
ever being in trouble and running the mile in 1 :39. 
the fastest time recorded at the distance for this 
meeting. In the opening race Blue Wrack. :i good- 
looking son of Wrack, the first of his progeny ro 
win, beat :i good bund of two-year-olds, among 
which was the speedy Dr. Hall. However, the 
latter took 110 part in the race, as he wheeled when 
the barrier W2is sprung mid ran the reverse way of 
the track. The colt, which still runs green, had the 
inside ]>ost position and shied away from the starter 
as he sprung the barrier. Blue Wrack was the third 
of Senor Diaz’ youngsters to win brackets since tin* 
two-year-old racing began. 

G. W. Loft’s colors were seen in front when 
The Talker lieat Conscription a length in the 
second race. The Talker’s victory was well 
ei'rned. as lie was forced to overcome the handicap 
of being shuffled back right after the start. Hi* 
gradually closed up on the leader, ami going to the 
front in tin* last sixteenth held Conscript Ion safe 
at the end. Bob Raker, favorite iu this race, ran 
poorly .-Hid was never prominent. 

Eugene Leigh scored his first success of the meet- 
ing when the Assagai filly A 11 lata* accounted for 
the third race. Lunsford had the mount 011 the 
winner, and his masterly riding aided the filly 
materially. She caught and passed Dioni* in the 
stretch and easily drew away in the lsist eighth. 

The backers of Lindsey and Little Nephew in the 
fourth race were given a surprise when Phedoden 
led all the way to win in decisive fashion. Phedoden 
first raced Little Nephew into defeat in the first 
half, and when Lindsey challenged easily held him 
safe in a sharply contested stretch drive. 

Jockey Troise was suspended for ten days for 
rough riding in the sixth race. 

Ex- jockey Willie Dugan has been granted a train- 
er’s license and in future will train the horses 
racing in the name of Senor Ramon Larrea. Jr., 
which includes the platers Brizz. King of the 
Scarlets 2 tnd Fickle Fancy.

Thomas Monahan, once a part owner of Roamer 
and other horses in conjunction with Andrew Mil- 
ler. has been confined to his home for the past 
two weeks with a complication of troubles, due 
chiefly to colds uud grippe. 

Colonel Matt Winn, manager of the New Louis- 
ville Jockey (Tub. has not yet heard from Mr. 
Granger or anyone else in authority regarding the 
acceptance of the option on the Churchill Downs 
track by the recently -organized syndicate to buy 
all four of the Kentucky courses. 

Word has been received here that H. D. Brown, 
general manager of the .Cuba -American Jockey 
Club, has been ailing for some time, suffering 
front rheumatism of the heart. 

Trainer Preston Burch has let John Sanford’s 
Tippity Witchet run out 21 II winter and expects to 
see the little gelding show a return to his sensa- 
tional two-year-old form. Tippity Witchet is as 
sound as ever, lias taken 011 some weight, but is 
still the same short -Iwdied horse that raced so well 
in the fall of 1917. 

Trainers here are arranging to begin their pre- 
liminary training about March 1. predicting a mild 
spring, which they claim usually occurs after a 
mild winter. AH the horses hereabouts are quite 
forward, 21 ml hopes are expressed for favorable 
weather this coining spring, as a turn to winter 
blasts would interfere considerably with their work 
ami probably make every horse late getting to the 
post.
